E lection Day in This City Is So 
Far One o f the Q uietest 
For Years. 


FEATURES OF INTEREST 


Are the Fight for Sheriff And the Con­ 
test for Legislative Honors— Vote 
Up to a Late Hour T h is Afternoon 
W as Very Light. 


Considering the am ount of interest 
which has been centered in at least 
two contests for county offices, East 
liverpool today passed one of 
the 
quietest election days in many years. 
So far as East Liverpool is con­ 


cerned everything in the way of state 
and national issues was lost sight of 
in the attem pt to defeat Sheriff S. D. 
Nor agon for re-election. 
At the tim e C. P. Leonard was nomi­ 
nated to represent the Democrats as 
their candidate for sheriff, no one in 
Columbiana county took the m atter 
seriously, the fact attracting no more 
Utention than is usually excited 
by 
th e average Democratic county 
con­ 
vention. 
Shortly afetrw ard the steel 
strike was inaugurated in W ellsville 
md politics was lost sight of by the 
working people in their endeavor to 
bring the big 
steel 
corporation 
to 
term s. 
During the progress of the strike 
Sheriff Nonagon 
was 
summoned to 
W ellsville by the mayor of that city 
A. P. Dennis, a Democrat. The sher­ 
iff’s actions while in W ellsville were 
alleged by the unionists of this dis 
trict to have been entirely too favor 
able to the interests of the trust. 
From that time to the present there 
was opposition to Noragon. 
Then it 
was that Leonard’s candidacy was tak 
•n up by the unionists, more 
as

The Interesting W ork Now Being Done 
By the Bell Com pany — A Great 
Trunk System of Copper W ire Un 
der the City’s Streets. 


Tho Bell Telephone company is do­ 
ing important work In placing 
its 
wires 
underground in tho business 
district of the city, 
its gang of men, 
under the direction of William Pidg- 
eon. has alm ost completed the main 
trunk of the* conduit system on Mar 
Rot street. 
At 
a dop\h of 3 feet 8 inches is 
placed a series of clay tiling, called 
by 
the 
telephone people "ducts." 
Then* are 29 of these ducts In 
the 
trunk line and Immediately In front 
of the exchange 22 of them which are 
concreted together. 
The 
tiling 
Is 
square with a 3*lnch hole in the cen­ 
te r that is perfectly round. 
Twenty 
cables, 2 1-4 inches In thickness, will 
be run through these ducts. 
Each cable contains 200 pairs 
of 
wires, so that It is readily apparent 
that the telephone company will have 
something like 8,000 copper wires In 
the trunk conduit of its underground 
system of East Liverpool, 
The main conduit extends on Market 
from a short distance below

Finally, iu ISir> aud ISH), when Louis 
XVIII, ruled France. Marbois became 
keeper of tin* seals and minister of Jus­ 
tice. 
He died in 1*37 at the age of 
ninety two. 
After Spain and France bad alternat­ 
ed in the ownership of Louisiana for a 
century or more it fell Into the hands 
of Napoleon in 1801.

; lion, written by Jefferson, “Here Was 
Burled Thomas Jefferson. Author of the 
Declaration of Independence, of the 
Statute of Virginia For Religious Free 
dom. and Father of the University of 
Virginia.” 
This Inscription, togetbe 
With a rough Ink sketch of the monu 
ment, was found among Jefferson’s 
papers after his death. 
According to 
his desire, the shaft was erected over 
his grave, the latter being on the “little 
m ount” that gives its uuine to the beuu 
tifiii estate. 
Jefferson, it will be recalled, died al­ 
most Insolvent. 
Monticello passed in­ 
to the hands of strangers, and the mon 
utnont was neglected. It suffered great

He said that he had been given no ot- 
ticial notice that the appeal had been 
taken. 
The death w arrant was re­ 
called when it wits 
found that the 
case was before the supreme court. 
This has raised a question as 
to 
whether- the governor can legally fix 
another date for the execution. There 
may be some litigation over this point, 
but the general opinion Is that there 
will be no difficulty in the way of set­ 
ting another day for the hanging. 
The opinions in both cases were 
written by Justice Dean.

And during the ages that have pars­ 
ed since Its first 
memorable dewy morning iii the wil­ 
derness of sin men have declared again 
and again that they “wist not what It 
was” that thus fed the Israelites ta 
their need, though numberless conjec­ 
tures have been made and discussions 
held on the matter. 
The chief opinion which had sway 
for a long time was that manna was 
the sap of the tam arisk, but now au­ 
thorities, seeing in the light of widen­ 
ing scientific knowledge, declare that 
manna was without doubt a certain 
lichen (Lecnnora esculent.!). 
This Is boras out by the fact that 
well authenticated rains of manna, ab­ 
solutely believed by the Inhabitants to 
be showers from heaven, have been re­ 
lin e d at least six times during the 
past century by reliable travelers In 
the east, and the descriptions of the 
deposit given In precise present day 
language leave TIO doubt upon the point. 
If a piece <Jf manna be examined 
under the microscope, its peculiar com­ 
pound structure can be clearly seen. 
There Is a delicate network of Interlac­ 
ing fungal threads glistening In the 
light, while Inclosed In their meshes 
are a number of round, bright green 
cells, each a tiny algal plant. 
Thus 
fungus and alga live together in most 
Intimate connection. 
It may be asked how fresh manna 
lichens arise, seeing that it is difficult 
to imagine a frequent coincident tacet- 
Jug of a particular fungus and a par­ 
ticular green plant. 
But granted the 
meeting has once taken place, tile rapid 
reproduction Is easy to understand. 
At certain times in the year a yellow- 
j 
Isli dust appears in little green cups 
growing on the surface of tile plant, 
and each of the grains of dust Is a 
minute bundle containing a few of the ' 
white filaments and a few of the green 
cells wrapped up together, so that 
wherever this dust may fall each grain 
can become a new manna lichen. 
There Is, moreover, a second method 
of reproduction In which the fungus 
alone takes part and sends out tiny off­ 
spring to ta!;c their chance In the wide 
w orld of finding a suitable host, as their 
parent has (lone. but the details are 
complicated arui at present involved In 
some obscurity. 
Thus, 
then. 
Leennorn 
esculents — 
m anna—is In Its very nature one of the 
most rem arkable phenomena In the 
vegetable world. It is found over great 
tracts of southwest Asia, near Constan­ 
tinople, In the Crimea, the deserts of 
Arabia, In the Sahara and the deserts 
of Algeria. 
It Is easy to pass It by unnoticed, for 
it Is grayish yellow In color and grows 
on gray limestone rocks and fragments 
of rock in the form of a wrinkled crust 
which seems to the eusual observer 
part of the very rock itself. Hod needs 
care to distinguish It. 
('ut through. It In white like corn 
within, dry and powdery. It is. more­ 
over, extremely light In weight. 
It Is 
obvious that there Is not much nourish­ 
ment to Im obtained from the bare face 
of the limestone rock, hence all the sus­ 
tenance of the two plants must lie ob­ 
tained from the atmosphere 'and the 
rain by the little green plant, which 
must thus work doubly hard to be able 
to jins* on sufficient food for Its part­ 
ner's living in audition to providing Its 
own. 
By degrees, as it grows older, it be­ 
comes loosened or even detached from ! 
the rocks, mid then, when the sudden ; 
whirlwinds mn) violent storms which 1 
affect many of these regions blow, the 
featherw eight pieces of lichen crust are J 
torn up and blown into the air at the , 
mercy of the wind and carried, It may 
be, for immense distances.

If a piece df manna be examined 
under the microscope, its peculiar com­ 
pound structure can be clearly seen. 
There Is a delicate network of Interlac­ 
ing fungal threads glistening In the 
light, while inclosed in their meshes 
are n number of round, bright green 
cells, each a liny algal plant. 
Thus 
fungus and alga live together in most 
intimate connection. 
It may be asked how fresh manna 
lichens arise, seeing that it is difficult 
to imagine a frequent coincident meet­ 
ing of a particular fungus and a par­ 
ticular green plant. 
But granted the 
meeting has once taken place, the rapid 
reproduction is cosy to understand. 
At certain times in tile year a yellow­ 
ish dust appears in little green cups 
growing on the surface of the plant, 
and each of the grains of dust Is a 
minute bundle containing a few of the 
white filaments and a few of the green 
colls wrapped up together, so that 
wherever this dust may foil each grain 
can become n new manna lichen. 
There is, moreover, a second method 
of reproduction in which tlie fungus 
alone takes part and sends out tiny off­ 
spring to ta!:c their chance in the wide 
world of finding a suitable host, as their 
parent has .done, but the details are 
Complicated and at present involved In 
some obscurity.
